I Cou’d add an infinite Variety of fach uncom- 
mon Commodities as Thefe: But the Foregoing will 
ferve, as Samples, of what Rich Goods may be im- 
ported, for the Ufes, which my Correfpondenr hints 
at, if, in Right of her felf, and the Ladies fhe acts 
for, fhe te te mg any Scheme of Engraftment, by 
virtue whereof, the <Afiftants of the Royal Company 
might co-operate with the Sifterbood.
